Attorney Fensky, Who Says He 
Represents Brewers, Would 
Seek Damages. 


Charlies Fensky, who says he is acting 
as attorney for the brewers of St. Louis, 
said Friday that proceedings would be im- 
mediately begun to declare unconstitution- 
al the taw creating the office of excise 
commissioner. 

The proceedings, he said, would take the 
form of a suit against Excise Commission- 
er Mulvihill, on his bond, for heavy dam- 
ages for the revocation of dramshop li- 
censes. It has not ‘as yet been determined, 
he says, in whose name the suit will be 
instituted, but it will be in the name of 
one of the men whose licenses were re- 
voked after the hearing before the ex¢is: 
commissioner Tuesday. The rvocation was 
on th ground that the dramshop keepers 
had violated the state law by selling liquor 
on Sunday.

TO WED BEFORE MAY, 
THE HOODOO MONTH 
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Marriage License Office Gey With Easter Gowns as Hundreds. 


Catiinteresting Incidents Center Around Many 


of Cupid’s 


The marriage license office has just had 
its firet rush of spring brides. Since Has- 


ter 248 licenscs have been issued, the 20th 
being granted this morning. The rush 
began Monday with 49; Tuesday the 
number increased to 62; Wednesday it shot 
up to 101, and Thursday ‘tt dropped back 
to 32. Today, being unlucky Friday. 

This dullness will be only comparative, 
however, for unless all precedents are 
overthrown the laet days of the month will 
be busy for the marriage license clerk. This 
is because of the close proximity of Eas- 
ter Sunday and Lent. 

. All the world knows that there are few 
brides during the 40 days of Lent; there- 
fore, there is bound to be a rush of brides 
at its close. But it is not so well known, 
except to prospective brides, that May is 
a ‘hoodoo’ month, and that to get mar- 
ried in May is the worst kind of luck. 
Therefore, there are few weddings in May. 

This results in an unusual demand for 
marriage licenses during the six business 
days between a belated Easter and the 
first day of the ‘hoodoo’ month. 

There have been few of the prospective 


prides who were not gowned gaily in hon- 


or of spring. The red chiffon hat ts 
much in evidence, the green chiffon is a 
close second. And then come the new 
polo turbans with their bunehes of flowers 
tbe bDbing like gay plumes of grenadiers on 
top. 

Easter dreases were almost as numerous 
as the Easter hats. There were few gowns 
that did not bear the marks of spring- 
time in their material and making; and the 
courage with which the fair applicants for 
marriage licenses refrained from wearing 
wrape during the cooler hours was some- 
thing admirable to behold. 

One of the Easter bridegrooms is 71 years 
old; his bride is 2. Love spanned the dif-

AIRTIGHT CAISSON 


Workman at Union Electric Coffer- 
dam Rescued by Fellows 
From Death. 


‘While in the firat chamber leading into 
the caisson In which the Union Blectric 
Light and Power Co. is digging to a rock 
foundation for a new protecting wall at 
the foot of Biddle street, Peter Clark, a 
laborer, was overcome early Friday morn-

The caisson ts 12 feet underground, and 
ineide of it is maintained an air pressure 
sufficifent to prevent water from seeping 
through the mud [nto which the caisson is 
set. In this heavy air pressure a dosen 
men work, digging up the mud. which is 
carried out by means of pneumatic machin- 
ery. 

The heavy air preesure is a terrific strain 
upon the workmen, and they are unable 
to remain long In the caisson.

PRESIDENT COMING HOME: 
LOOMIS ISSUES DENIAL. 


News That Roosevelt Has Cut 
Short Hunting Trip Followed 
by Repudiation of Accusations 
by South American Dictator. 


By Wire from the Washington Bureau of 
the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, April 2.—All of Secre- 
tary of War Taft's 300 pounds weight has 
not sufficed to keep down the lid on ad- 

ministrative troubles at Washington. 

No secret is longer made of the fact 
that President Roosevelt has cut short his 
hunting trip and is coming home on 4ac- 
count of the Venezuelan scandal in the 
Siate Department. The impression is that 
Minister Bowen will soon be. recalled. 

In the meantime Assistant Secretary of 
State Loomis has issued a statement 
categorically branding as filse every ma- 
terial charge made against him at Caracas 
and transmitted to this country by Min- 
ister Bowen. 

He admits that he received a check for 
$10,000 from the asphalt Company, but in 
exchange for it he gays he gave checks of 
his own equal in amount. He says the 
transaction was made when he was leav- 
ing Wenezuela and was to save him 
trouble. He paid the customary rate, of 
exchange. There was in this transaction 
no thought, intention, pufpose or suspicion 
bf wrong doing. 


asphalt trust claim or any other claims 
pending against Venezuela, he asserts, wae 
taken upon orders from the State Depart- 
ment, the records of which he claims will 
bear him out. 

Secretary Taft admitted today that the 
charges against Mr. Loomis’ were sent to 
him by Minister Bowen, and what they 
were in the form of an official transmis- 
sion of mere gossip. It is felt here that 
unless he can back up the charges with 
something worth listening to, the only 
course left for the President will be to dis- 
miss him out of hand. 


Loomis Is Emphatic. 

The Loomis statement was prepared by 
the assistant secretary after many con- 
sultations with Secretary Taft. Mr. Loomis 
spent nearly all of Thursday in preparing 
it. His endeavor was to use all the words 


he could think of to make the denial 
strong. After he had prepared it he de- 
cided that he would not discuss any phase 
of the subject. 

So far as can be learned, the. assistant 
secretary has never offered any criticism 
of Mr. Bowen, other than that he ap- 
peared to allow President Castro to infiu- 
ence him too much 
The most prominent figure in the scandal 
is that same Cipriano Castro. He is the 
only man who can laugh. When Francis B. 
Ioomis became persona non grata to him 
he had Loomis recalled. Then came Row- 
en. Bowen did everything possible to 
stand well with Castro. He went so far 
as to accept Castro's commission to come 
here and undertake the settlement of the 
claims Great Britain, Germany and Italy 
were presenting to him out of the mouths 
of cannon. 

It Is believed that Castro is of the opin- 
ion he has got all he can out of Bowen, 
and that the time has come for another 
man to be sent to Caracas as minister. 
It is believed that Castro's influence caused 
Bowen to commit the blunder of transmit- 
ting the fossip that reflected so greatly 
upon the career of Twoomis. 

Consular Agent Randolph Dolge, who 
came here a week ago for the purpose 
of telling Secretary Taft about the short. 
comings of Ministcr Bowen, is believed to 
have fallen under the influence of the Ven- 
ezuelan President and to be, unconsciously, 
of course, playing a part of the game 
which Castro now has on his hands. 

It is Known that for a long time the 
President*thas planned to switch a number 
of ministers at South American capitals. 
The Venezuelan case will simply hasten the 
general shake-up, with the probability that 
Bowen will be separated from the diplo- 
matic service altogether and John Barrett, 
now minister to Panama, will be asked to 
fill the vacancy. 


President Is Ill. 
NEWCASTLE, Colo., April 28.—President 
Rooseveli had to keep to his camp nurs- 
ing a case Of iliness on yesterday. The 
rest of the party went out, however, and 
returned late with the skins of four bears. 
Two of the animals were full grown; two 
were yearlings weighing about 200 pounds 
each. All four were lied by Dr. Lam- 
bert. The fact that the doctor went on the 
hunt while the President was sick in camp 
proves that the illness was not serious.

Then Willie explained to those who 
have won his confidence that he has been 
in the City Hospital since Oct. 17, and that 
never again will he have more’ than one 
leg and one hand which are his own. 

“Willie {is just past 6, and he talks with 
much less shuddering about lost hands 
and legs than .would you. He does not 
shudder at ail, in fact, and laughs while 
he talks. The pig is a china pig, and he 
always keeps it on his cot beside him. 
It is being filled with pennies, nickels, 
dimes dnd even quarters by the host of 
friends he has made in the seven months 
he has been in the hospital. 

He tells you he does not know how much 
he has toward the artificial limb. He 
knows he has “one pig full,” and the 
childish bank he has at his side appears to 
be half filled. 

Willie is the pet of the hospital. Nurses 
come from all the wards each morning to 
spake his tiny hand. They have been 
doing that for months. Doctors, internes 
and convalescent patients never pass his 
cot without stopping to speak to him. He 
likes, too, the toys they bring him, for 
never was nursery better supplied than is 
the cot occupied by this tiny patient. 


Fell Beneath Car Wheels. 

If you ask him who he Nkes best he is 
very apt to answer, “Miss Long.’’ Miss 
Long is the nurse who has been the con- 
stant attendant of the boy since that day 
last October when he fell beneath the car 
wheels. She has supplied his every want 
as far as they were within human power, 

nd has watched over him with a mother's 
love. 

But if there are those Willie loves, there 
are also thowge he hates, and it is a bitter 
hatred, too. Those about the hospital have 
never heard him speak against amyone ex- 
cept policemen, and he groups them all 
together. His childish vocabulary hus not 
the words to express his views, while his 
imagination carries htm to the time when 
he will be a big, strong man, able to get 
revenge for the wrongs he thinks he has 
endured. If you ask him to tell his story, 
he will comply. 

“Yes, me an’ another little boy had been 
out hunting. We were hunting birds. An’ 
a big policeman starts to run after me, 
and he chase mo, an’ chase mé, an’ I run 
right into the cars and was runned over. 
But when I get away from here, I'll vet 
me a big gun, an’ I'l go into my house, 
an’ then I'll holler until a whole lots of 
policemens come, and then I'll kill ‘em 
aed ttle Willie was picked from be- 
neath the car wheels, at Macklind avenue 
and the Missouri Pacific tracks, his little 
body mangled, he was taken to the hos- 
pital, and it was.thought he would not re- 
cover. His right leg was amputated above 
the knee, and his right hand is gone, with 
the exception of two fingers. 

From the beginning a bright child, hjs 
wits have been sharpened by his constant 


agsociation with his elders at the hospital, 
and he now talks readily. He sits on his 
cot all day, playing with his toys and 
shouting salutations to those passing 
through his ward, or the one adjoining.

It will establish, upon 
broad and general lines, a system of pen- 
sions in a sufficiently large number of 
American institutions to insure its general 
adaption as a part of the administration 
of our higher institutions of learning. This 
wili go far to give dignity and security to 
the calling of the professor." 

President Jacob Gould Schurman of Cor- 
nel), a trustee of the “Carnegie founda- 
tion,”’ said today: “This is the wisest 
thing ever done for higher education in 
America."’ 

President Hadley of Yale said: “It is an 
exceedingly valuable gift, of whose uses 
we shall mnow more in the future than 
we do now.

St. Louis Physicians Discuss, hut 
Do Nothing About Alleged 
Unfairness, 


The St. Louls Medical Society is consid- 
erably worked up over cheating, said to 
have been carr'ed on.when 157 young phy- 
sicians from all parts of Missouri were 
examined in St. Louis by the State Board 
of Health. April 10, 11 and 12. 

That such cheating was detected is 
testified to by Dr. M. M. Hamlin of 2902 
Lawton avenue, the St. Louis member of 
the board. 

It is the province and the duty of the 
State Ttoard of Health to examine phy- 
siclans who appear before it, and to grant 
them licenses to practice medicine in Mis- 
souri, if they pass the examination satis- 


factorily. 

This fact is what makes the action of 
the board of interest to the St. Louis Med- 
ical Society... The matter was taken up at 
the meeting last Saturday night. 

A prominent physician is authority for 
the statement that Dr. Vilray P. Blair, a 
professor at Washington. University, and 
Dr. N. B. Carson of 361. Olive etreet ad- 
dressed the society concerning the sub- 
ject in hand. 

Dr. Blair said that Washington Univer- 
sity men who were examined had told him 
that cheating was largely indulged in, but 
that they declined to furnish names, fear- 
ing that such information might stir up 
matters so that another examination would 
be ordered, and that they, as well as oth- 
ers, might have to undergo another ex- 
amination before being granted licenses. 

Dr. Carson told of reports of cheating 
which he had heard. 


No Action Taken. 


A member moved that Dr: Blair and Dr. 
Carson be named as a committee to lay 
this information before ‘the state board of 
health foe action, but they déclined to. do 
so, and there the matter rests for the 
present, as far as the St.. Louis Medical 
Society is concerned. 

Ever since the examination members of 
the board have. been busy examining the 
papers submitted. Next Monday, May 1, 
they will meet: at Jefferson City and make 
their report, and then the fate of -the 
157 applicants will be made known. 

Dr. Hamlin, the St. Louls member of 
the board, said Friday: 

“The other members of the State Board 
of Health are Dr. A, W. MoadAlester of 
Columbia, president; Dr. B. G. Dyeant of 
Paris, vice-president; Dr. A. W. Morrow of 
Kaneas City, secretary and conductor of 
examinations; Dr. J. T. Thatcher of Ore- 
gon: Dr. D. T. Powell of Thayer and Dr. 
J. A. B. Adcock of Warrensburg. 

‘‘Before each examination each student 
is required to sign a pledge that he does 
not know the ques.jions about to be pro- 
pounded, and that he will neither seek in- 
formation concerning them nor accept in- 
formation fram others. 

“When cheating is discovered, the con- 
ductor or any of the board members in at- 
temdance does not inform the applicant 
that he is discovered, but merely takes his 
name and enters a chéeok against it on 
the list. When.the papers are examined 
his are throwh aside, and he is refused a 
license to practice and no reagon given. 


Five Are Guilty. 


‘There is no use to tell a man that he 
has cheated: he is the first to know it. 

“I Know of five persons who were guilty 
of such dishonesty during the recent ex- 
amination. 

“Dr. Morrow saw twoimen cheating and 
at once entered a check against their 
names. They were signaling to each other 
across a room ™ feet long by means of 
the deaf-and-dumb alphabet. 

“He took a book from the lap of an- 
other applicant, but gaid nothing. A 
check opposite his name tel’s the story 
to the board. ‘ 
' “We have it on pretty good authority 
that one applicant offered another man 
$100 to let him sit near him and copy 
his answers. The papers were identical 
in all essential parts, but the cheater 
displayed so little common sense in those 
parts of his papers that were original 
that he would have fafled to pass, any- 
way. 

“There is no occasion for the 8t. Louis 
Medical Scciety to fear that unworthy 
applicants will be permitted to practice 
in this state.”’

“THE CARNEGIE FOUNDATION.” 

Once more on sailing.for Europe Andrew Carnegie has made 
a magnificent gift to the cause of education. 

By his establishment of a $10,000,000 fund to provide retiring 
pensions for the teachers of universities, colleges and technical 
schools he duplicates his earlier gift to the Carnegie Institute 
at Washington. The purpose of the latter fund was to fur- 
nish men of learning with independent means to carry on 
original research. By this new benefaction Mr. Carnegie pro- 
poses that worthy teachers shall receive an independent in- 
come when the time comes for their withdrawal from active 


werk, FS 

The double end is served of making it ‘possible for a professor 
to retire when the period of his greatest usefulness is past and 
to fill his place with a younger and more vigorous successor. 
To the colleges it insures the keeping of the teaching force at 
the bighest pitch of efficiency. Instead of drudgery of old age 
because of netessity it means honorable and well-earned leis- 
ure. 

As a class, college professors are poorly paid. Their profes- 
sion involves a certain mafiner of living, a definite social stand- 
ing, constant study and occasional travel. There is litthe ‘op- 
portunity for saving against old age and cessation of salary. 
In the last issue of Harper’s Weekly, President Charles F. 
Thwing of Western Reserve University goes at length into the 
statistics of college salaries. . 

An instructor usually begins at $750 a year. After three 
years it may be increased to $1000, If promotion follows, the 
salary is usually increased, but usually six years would pass 
before the ordinary instructor would receive $1300. By this 
time the teacher is 30 years of age and probably married. The 
salary of the full professor in the richer colleges does not usu- 
ally exceed $3000, and frequently is less. In not a few colleges 
of national fame $1500 to $1800 is the maximum. Harvard 
pays its full professors from $2000 to $6500 and the University 
of Chicago from $3000 to $7000, but the highest figures are 
reachea by only two or three men in each case, after many 
years of distinguished achievement. 

At Cornell the very highest salary is $4000, at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania $3000 and at Dartmouth $2500. These 
are very small incomes by comparison with those of success- 
ful lawyers and doctors. 

It is right and proper that mere money-making should not be 
regarded=as the chief end of a profession in which the com- 
munity puts much the same trust as it does in the ministry. 
At least need should not be the termination of a faithful and 
responsibie career. For his far-reathing philanthropy the public 
no less than colleges may well feel grateful to Mr. Carnegie. 
His new foundation enriches the public by insuring comfort 
to teachers of merit and opening the way for capable successors,

SOCIETY WOMEN 
CONTEST OVER NAME 


West End Organization’ s Right to 
Use “Young Women's Chris- 
tian Association” Disputed. 


WILL COMPETE IN COURT 


“§t. Louis Women’s” Complaint 
Met by Mrs. Selden P. Spen- 
cer as Champion of Sisters. 


The value of a name is the point at 
issue between two St. Louis organizations, 
which have for their purpose beneficiary as- 
sistance to young women. 

Each organization wants the 
Young Women's Christian Association, and 
both have gone into the courts in a con- 
test over it. One of the contestants is 
the St. Louis Women's Christian Asso- 
ciation. which has been established for a 
score of years, and which has an auxiliary 
organization known as the Young Women's 


Christian Association. 

The other contestant has as yet no cor- 
porate existence, but last Monday its or- 
ganizers, representing some of the wealthi- 
est and most prominent church and soci- 
ety women in the West End, asked for 
incorporation under the name of the Young 
Women’s Christian Association. 

The older organization, as told in late 
editions of Thursday’s Post-Dispatch, filed 
a bill of exceptions, setting forth that if 
the court granted a pro forma decree of 
incorporation to the new association under 
the name sought, confusion would result. 
The newer organization, it was said Fr'- 
day, will contest for the name, and Judge 
Selden P. Spencer, whose wife is one of 
the prominent members of the organiza- 
tion, has charge of the case. 

The ladies of each asaoclation Say they 
have no objection to the existence or the 
work of the other; but each claims a right 
to the name. 

Mrs. Olive Brookes Willams of 4429 West 
Pine boulevard is president of the new or- 
ganization, and Miss Edith Eustice Seuther 
of 5118 Westminster place is secretary. 
Both Mrs. Williams and Miss Souther are 
now in Detroft, atending a meeting of 
the Woman's. Christian Association of 
America. 

Mrs Spencer of 4457 Washington avenue, 
who has been prominent in the work of 
organizing, said Friday that the purposes 
of the new association were to bestow up- 
on women the same benefits as are be- 
Stowed upon men by the Young Men's 
Christian Association. She said the new 
organization was modeled as closely as 
possible after the lines of the Y. M. C. A.. 
and that it was proposed to follow the 
Same course of work. 

The newer organization does not pro- 
pose to provide homes or direct financial 
assistance for young women, except as 
thie work may be incident to the other 
work. Its main idea is the establishment 
of an association house, with clubroom, 
library. gymnasium, educational and en- 
tertainment advantages. Night schools for 
the teaching of common school and busi- 
ness courses will be provided far such 
young women as care to take advantage 
ot them, on the saine plans as are em- 
Dloved bv the Y.-M. C. A. 

Mrs. Spencer said no selecticn of a site 
for en association building had as yet been 
made, and no building fund weuld be pro- 
vided until after the association had heen 
formally organized. 

Lack of money should not be a_ barrier 
to the new organization, no matter how 
elaborate its plans may be. Several of 
the women who have been active in the 
work of organization are quite wealthy.
